What  can  be  done  with  the  average  annual 
milk  production  per  cow  on  Wisconsin  farms? 
Here  are  a few  uses  that  could  have  been  made 
of  the  8,  560  pounds  of  milk  produced  last  year. 

A buttermaker  could  have  made  398  pounds 
of  butter  from  Bossy's  1962  production.  Since 
butter  consumption  per  person  in  the  nation  last 
year  averaged  7. 2 pounds,  the  milk  from  one 
cow  would  have  supplied  55  persons  for  a year. 
A fifth  of  the  nation's  butter  was  made  in  Wis- 
consin last  year. 

A cheesemaker  could  have  made  856  pounds 
of  American  cheese  from  the  8,  560  pounds  of 
milk.  And  this  cheese  would  have  been  enough

Farmers  are  found  in  fields- -plowing  up, 
seeding  down,  rotating  from,  planting  to,  ferti- 
lizing with,  spraying  for,  and  harvesting.  Wives 
help  them,  little  boys  follow  them,  city  relatives 
visit  them,  salesmen  detain  them  and  wait  for 
them,  weather  can  delay  them,  but  it  takes 
Heaven  to  stop  them. 

A farmer  is  both  Faith  and  Fatalist- -he  must 
have  faith  to  continually  meet  the  challenges  of 
his  capacities  amid  an  ever-present  possibility  that 
a late  spring,  an  early  frost,  tornado,  flood, 
drought,  disease,  or  bugs  can  bring  his  business 
to  a standstill. 

He  is  your  countryman--a  denim-dressed,  busi- 
ness wise,  fast- growing  statesman  of  stature.  And 
when  he  comes  in  at  noon,  having  spent  the 
energy  of  his  hopes  and  dreams,  he  can  be  re- 
charged anew  with  the  magic  words:  "The  mar-

nation  with  their  year's  consumption.  About  four 
in  ten  pounds  of  the  nation's  American  cheese  is 
made  in  Wisconsin. 

Wisconsin  dairy  plants  produce  41  percent  of 
the  nation's  bulk  sweetened  condensed  whole  milk. 
However,  the  number  of  cows  producing  milk  for 
this  purpose  is  relatively  small  compared  with 
butter  or  cheese.  The  average  production  per  cow 
last  year  would  have  been  enough  to  make  3,  891 
pounds  of  sweetened  condensed  whole  milk.  This 
production  would  have  been  enough  for  9,  727 
persons  for  a year.  Consumption  is  a little  less 
than  a half-pound  per  person. 

A Swiss  cheese  maker  could  have  produced  611 
pounds  of  cheese  from  the  annual  production  per 
cow  last  year.  And  a plant  making  Italian  cheese 
could  have  made  778  pounds  of  cheese. 

The  fluid  milk  and  cream  used  per  person  in 
the  nation  last  year  was  equivalent  to  311  pounds 
of  milk.  On  this  basis,  the  average  production  of 
one  Wisconsin  cow  could  have  furnished  enough 
fluid  milk  and  cream  for  about  28  persons  for  a 
year.  (Wisconsin  Dairying,  November  1963)
